Jabe Wright, of John- 
son’s Ferry Road, Be- 
lieved Shot by Robber 
Surprised in His Home. 


HOUSE RANSACKED 
OFFICERS FIND 


Mother Away With Sick 
Daughter When Son Is 
Shot To Death by His 
Own Shotgun. 


Jabe Wright, 47, foreman of the 
Fischer dairy farm, just off Johnson’s 
Ferry road, north of Sandy Springs, 
Friday afternoon was found lying in 
a pool of blood on the floor of his 
home by his mother. A_ shotgun 
wound through the heart bore mute 
evidence that he was slain by an 
intruder who was surprised in an 
attempt to burglarize the home, ac- 
cording to county police. 

Desk Sergeant Ralph S. Carroll, 
when notified, immediately dispatched 
several county policemen under di- 
rection of Captain John Oliver to the 
scene of the tragedy and a search was 
instituted for the slayer. 

The home was ransacked, draw- 
ers of dressers being left open and 
clothes strewn about the rooms. This 
fact giyes the basis of the belief of 
county police that Wright surprised 
an intruder. Wright still had on 
his overcoat. and gloves when. found. 

Mrs, Wright notified police and said 
that Wright left the home earlier in 
the day and that she went to visit a 


sick sister. When she returned she 
found the body. It is believed that 
death was instantaneous, the missiles 
having entered the heart. Mr. Wright 
was shot with his own shotgun, which 
was found lying on the floor in the 
home. oA s 

County policemen investigating are 
Captain John Oliver, Lieutenant But- 
ler and Policemen Stovall, Hughes, 
Webb, West, Neal, Cates and Lyle. 

The body was brought to the city 
in the ambulance of J. Austin Dillon, 
who will have charge of funeral ar- 
rangements which will be announced 
later.

DECLARED SURE 


Majority in Senate Held 
Against Illinois Choice 
Whether He Enters Now 
or Next Year.

Washington, December 17.—Cloak- 
room discussion of the Frank L. Smith 
case today indicated that there is an 
overwhelming majority of the senate 
opposed to seating the Illinois senator- 
elect whether he appears at this ses- 
sion by appointment of the governor 
or the next congress with his certiii- 
cate of election. 

If he presents himself now as well 
as a year later it is predicted that he 
will be unseated twice on the same 
grounds—disqualification for the of- 
fice by excessive campaign expendi- 
tures and acceptance of money from 
the heads of public utility corpora- 
tions subject to regulation by the II'i- 
nois commerce commission, of which 
at the time he was the chairman. With 
exclusion of Smith eventually regari- 
doubt pertains to the order of his go- | 
ing. Whether he will be barred when 
he presents his credentials and not 
even allowed to take the oath of office 
or be permitted to qualify and sit in 
the senate pending action on the 
charges against him, is a matter of 
speculation. 

Two Courses Open. 

Republican leaders who have no 
doubt Smith will be denied a seat 
eventually are hazarding no _predic- 
tions as to whether the exclusion will 
be voted before or after the qualify- 
ing oath. He could be refused the 
oath by a simple majority. If allowed 
to qualify he could be ousted only by 
a two-third majority, according to 
some authorities, though others hold 
that a simple majority would be suf- 
ficient.

The letter follows: : 

“The White House, Washington, 
December 9, 1926. 

“My dear Mr. O’Laughlin: Reply- 
ing to your letter I have stated re- 
peatedly my attitude upon the ques- 
tion of national defense, and my views 
are epitomized in the annual message 
and budget presented to congress this 
week. I am convinced the estimates 
submitted provide adequately for the 
services; and economic administration 
will assure a we-l-fed and well-dis- 
ciplined army, maintain the navy in a 
high state of efficiency, and promote 
the well being and development of the 
air service. Very truly yours, 

“CALVIN COOLIDGE.”

Mayor Sims Appoints 
Committee ToRepresent

W. D. Hoffman, president of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce; Alfred 
T. Newell, prominent insurance man. 
and Henderson Hallman, chairman of 
the industrial bureau of the commerce 
body, Friday were appointed as a spe- 
cial commission to secure for Atlanta 
the general offices of the Southern 
railroad in event they are removed 
from Washington. 

This announcement followed closely 
on the heels of a bill which was in- 
troduced in the United States senate 
to increase the capitol building fund 
in Washington from $50,000,000 to 
$100,000,000. The government is said 
to be planning to acquire the site of 
the present offices, and if this is done 
it has been intimated that the offices 
will be moved to some city further 
south. The Southern serves the south 
from New Orleans northward to Wash- 
ington, 

The committee appointed Friday by 
the mayor will urge Georgia and south- 
ern representatives in both national! 
housés to take a stand in insisting 
that the government purchase the 
Southern offices property assessed at 
$1.750,000, at what is considered. a 
fair price. 

Atlanta Pushes Claim.

its best. The myriad small towns of 
the middle west and elsewhere, each, 
with its rigid planning and modern 
atmosphere, a replica of the next, 
may and do command respect as evi- 
dences of enterprise and vigor; yei 
their freshness. to the British eye, 
cannot escape a certain concomitant 
rawness, Savannah, mellowed and 
rich in memories, offers a peculiar 
satisfaction whether by contrast or 
absolutely that is worthy of acknowl- 
eigiment. 

James Oglethorpe, warrior and man 
of parts, deserves to be better known 
than he ie in the country of his 
origin. He and his engineer planned 
with an uncanny prescience that cloze 
on two hundred years have justified 
a town that has grown and yet re- 
tained its original features, Pleasant 
streets, bordered for the most part 
by gracious houses of other days, give 
at regular intervals upon” grassy 
squares, achieving an impression of 
freshness and freedom doubly precious 
in a land of skyscrapers. The river- 
front is redolent of solid trading of 
the old style, unhurried yet shrewd 
enough, and the cobbled roads that 
cut through the bluff down to the 
water's edge shout their tradition 
aloud. Everything is calm, everything 
is dignified. 

Calm, Dignity Striking. 

Calm, and dignity, too, for that 
matter, are so often held to be 
synonymous with somnolence in this 
restiess, bustling age, that the eco- 
nomic significance of the place de- 
serves some mention. Yet the evi 
dences of commerce are plain enough, 
without being indecently obtrusive or 
in any way marring the picture. On 
either side of the river, flowing down 
to the sea with its reddish tinge 
speaking of a long journey through the 
Georgian clay, warehouses and face- 
tories tell their own. tale, to say 
nothing of merchantmen tied up in 
slips of surprising size. 

Almost, it would seem, Savannah 
has solved the seere:, withheld from 
most places, of being busy and beau 


tiful at the same time. I hope she 
will not forget it. I hope, too, that 
however far men reach to the skies 


in building temples to Mammon, they 
will be content with development in 
one dimension only. To encroach 
upon the parks and squares that make 
the town a garden too would be a 
crime that would make the indigna- 
tion, even of an alien, less an im- 
pertinence than a piece of just and 
friendly sympathy. 

Some there are who hold Savan- 
nah to be the rearguerd of a vanish- 
ing atmosphere. yet is there no rea- 
son, at least for hoping, that perhaps 
after all she is the advanced guard 
of an idea that the advantages of 
the new need not destroy the attrac- 
tiveness of the old? 1 thin': not. Let 
it be a piece of egregiotte racial con- 
ceit or not, it is natural enough that 
I found much satisfaction and attrac- 
tion in something indescribable yet

sembled my own country than any- 
thing I had yet seen. The frantie

play, where the undoubted but 
breathless kindliness of other lati- 
tudes was succeeded by the apprecia- 
tion of leisure as a thing to be en- 
joyed rather than as a necssary but 
regrettable hiatus in business. 


Mere brick and stone, and all the 
material evidences of antiquity, of 
course, are only a small part of the 
essential atmosphere of any place. In 
speaking of the people 1 am faced 
with the difficulty cf avoiding ful- 
someness; praising people to their 
faces is not easy. So, I would only 
say that if courtliness, sincerity, and 
the kind of hospitality that makes a 
guest forget that his home is else- 
where are—as I feel they are—char- 
acteristically southern virtues, then 
Savannah must surely be the heart 
of the south.

A dispatch from Charlotte, which is printed in another place on 
these pages, is the first announcement of a movement that should have 
a good effect on football in the south. 


Invitations are being sent—according to the news item— 
to 11 colleges in Virginia, North and South Carolina with the 
view to organizing a tri-state athletic conference. The proposed 
conference should have no appreciable effect on any existing 
conference, though four of the schools named are members of 
the S. I. A. A. at present. 


No southern conference teams are included in the list, so *that 
organization will not be affected. The proposed conference would be 
composed of about the right number of schools to make its activity mean 
something in athletic circles, which is more than can be said of the 
southern conference in its relation to several smaller member schools. 


The fact that the southern conference is made up of some- 
thing more than 20 schools gives it an unworkable complex 
which redounds to the benefit of the few and makes the smaller 
schools but figureheads except during such seasons as they 
happen to have winning teams. 


The southern conference should be divided into at least two groups 
zomposed of approximately 10 schools each, grouped cither on a basis 
of enrollment or location. Such an arrangement would obviate most 
of the trouble with ties in championship races and should serve to group 
the schools of equal athletic standing together. 


It is true that the so-called “Big Ten’’ of the middle west 
does not always end the season without a tie for champion- 
ship, but with only 10 schools the schedules can usually be 
so made as to arrange meetings between the chief contenders 
in any sport. 


We believe that the formation of a new conference, including the 
present southern conference schools located in Virginia, Maryland, North 
and South Carolina, might provide a panacea for the avordupois ills of 
the present conference. 


Such a move would group 10 schools from the present 
conference into a new organization geographically compact and 
would cut the present conference to 12 colleges. Still a bit 
too large but much better than at present. 


Our idea is purely a child of theory and the plan might not be work- 
able in practice or it might be a plan as old as sports in the south, but 
we still maintain that it is a good plan in theory, and we would like to 
see it put in practice if possible. The plan set forth here may not be the 
one to work out in practice, but that does not alter our opinion that the 
southern conference as now constituted is unwieldy and should be clipped 
to fit.

“We hope to have representatives 
from every financial interest of the 
south at the eovavention,” declared the 
secretary. “Our plan is to take up 
where the all-southern cotton corpora- 
tion left off. In other words, our 
plan is for something permanent. 

“The Knights of Cotton and the 
all-southers corporation are not con- 
flicting orgaaizations,” he said, “but 
rather one supplements the other.”’ 

Mr. Mayo said the Knights of Cot- 
ton will be financed by subscription at 
the convention, and is expected to he 
placed on a permanent basis then. “It 
may take us several years to become 
all that we intead being,” he added.
